1 . WHEN I MET WITH EOREIGN SECRETARY KHATRI ON FRIDAY, 
OCTOBER 26, 1 MENTIONED TO HIM PROJECTED VISIT TO NEPAL 
BY GREENFIELD AND DITTERT. AS HE WAS NOT INEORMED ON 
SUBJECT, I PASSED HIM COPY OF GREENFIELD LETTER OE 
OCTOBER 9, AND COMMENTED ON INTEREST AND VALUE I THOUGHT 
VISIT WOULD HOLD EOR HIM AND OTHER NEPALESE OEFICIALS 
CONCERNED WITH DRUG PROBLEM. KHATRI RESPONDED POSITIVELY, 
SAYING THAT GREENFIELD AND DITTERT WOULD BE WELCOME 

IN NEPAL. HE ADDED THAT THE PREEERRED TIMING INDICATED 
IN GREENFIELD LETTER, THE WEEK BEGINNING 9 DECEMBER, 

WOULD NO DOUBT NEED TO BE ADJUSTED. (KHARTRI DID NOT 
SAY SO, BUT HE MAY HAVE HAD IN MIND POSSIBLE ABSENCE 
OE GON PERSONNEL IN CONNECTION WITH KING'S VISIT TO CHINA, 
PROJECTED FOR EARLY DECEMBER.) WE TRUST NEPALESE 
OEFICIAL RESPONSE TO GREENEIELD LETTER WILL REFLECT 
KHATRI'S POSITIVE VIEW. 

2. UPON RECEIPT OP YOUR 5707, WE INQUIRED AT THE EOREIGN 
MINISTRY AND WERE INFORMED THAT ORIGINAL OCTOBER 9 LETTER 
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RECEIVED. WE WOULD BE HAPPY TO PASS ANY MESSAGES WHICH DITTERT 
WOULD LIKE TO SEND DIRECTLY TO US.
